$50 deductible ... This means 
that you will pay the first $50 
of covered medical expenses each 
year. 

80 percent ... This mé@ans that 
as soon as your medical €xpenses 
go over $50 each year, your med- 
ical insurance will pay 80 percent 
of the reasonable charges for all 
additional covered services for 
the rest of the year. 

Reasonable charge . .. This 
means that your medical insur- 
ance payments will be based on 
the amounts ordinarily charged 
by those who furnish services 
and on the standard charges for 
similar medical services In your 
area, as determined by the insur- 
ance carrier. 





REQUEST FOR PAYMENT 
FORM ... This is the form used 
for claiming medical insurance 


benefits. For your first claim you 
may wish to use the forms you 
will receive with your Medicare 
Handbook. 

Putting the terms together, you 
will see that your medical insur- 
ance will pay 80 percent of your 
expenses for covered services 
each year, after you meet the $50 
deductible. Your medical insur- 
ance payments will be based on 
reasonable charges, and the re- 
form should 
be used to claim benefits 
Two Ways To Claim Eenefits 

Your medical insurance pro- 
vides two ways to claim benefits 
for most medical services you re- 
ceive the payment can be made 
to you (this is called the Payment 
to Patient Method), or you can as- 
sign your right to payment to the 
doctor (this is called the Payment 
to Doctor Method). The same 
form is used to make a claim un- 
der either method.

Measles Immunizations 


Continue for Tots 


“The Berkeley City Health De- 
partment will continue to provide 
measles immunizations to ¢hild- 
ren over one year of age and not 
yet in first grade,’ Dr. Alvin R. 
Leonard, Director of Public 
Public Health, announced, 

The measles vaccine will now 
be available through Dee, 31st to 
children of this age group in the 
regular immunization Clinic ev- 
ery Thursday from 1:30 to 3:30 
at 830 University Avenue. The 
vaccine will also be added to the 
regular immunization series giv- 
en to babies in Child Health Con- 
ferences. 

Children over six years of age 
who are eligible for care under 
California’s Casey Bill can get 
measles vaccinations as part of 
regular medical service. 

Dr. Leonard urged parents to 
provide measles protection for 
their children. Over 500 children 
in the United States die each year 
from measles. Hundreds more 
suffer lifelong effects of com- 
plications from the disease.
